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Terrible and false are the accusations and whispered rumors describing 
the union of Austria sand Serbia and the Imperial Government's manner of 
disposing with the Spring Government, If truth and justice are to be served 
an explanation of the transpired events Is demanded. 

When in 1891 the opposition of Stambolov resulted in the collapse of 
Tricoupis's Balkan alliance against Turkey, Serbia had just cause to fear 
Bulgarian violation of her sovereignty. In an attempt to forestall such 
an eventuality, King Milan initiated discussions concerning the f Balkan 1 
problems with Austria. 

These informal falks (the first was held at Semlin on July 7> 1892) 
intermittently were continued for three years ;and ended with the signing 
of the Accord of 1895. 

After the forced abdication of Milan in 1899 , the government of the 
boy king, Alexander Obrenovltch, requested that the dicussions be renewed, 
M. Past itch's communication was unique, in that complete secrecy was the 
only condition* The delegates convened in Belgrade on the 7th of January, 
1900. That evening the Belvedere was electrified by the Serbian proposal, 
unification. 

The time was auspacious. Serbia was threatened from within and without. 
The Imperial Government beset from the Left and Right was faced with anarchy. 
The union presented to Franz Josepth the tool with which KG'rber could desroy 
Francis Kossuth and Luegar and ScMner. The coalition of the Imperialists 
and the Serbo-Croations would neutralise *!>he forces of the Magyer 
Independence Party and the Socialists and Pan-Germanists . Enlightened 
government characterized by stability at last would be possible. 

But before the peoples of Austria-Hungary-Serbia could enjoy the 
fruits of the union the revolutionary government of the radicle Magyer 
Magnates would h&ve to be disposed. 

Upon being presented with a 'fiat accompli 1 the Jungarian Diet 
disintegrated into anarchy. During the first moments after learning of the 
union the Liberal Party lead by Count Tisza and Andrassy attempted to 
maintain order and control, but Count Apponyi and his National Party 
joined with the Independence Party of Gabriel Ugron and Francis Kossuth 
to violently remove the Pro-Compromise elements from the Par lament Buildings. 

Tisza, Andrassy and Kalman Szell managed to flee, but Gytfrgyvftlzye, 
betrayed by Victor Istoczy, was not so fortunate. Detained by Ugron, 
G. yttrgyvttlzye refused to co-operate with the rebels and was latter 
assassinated. So confused where these initial moments that Tisza had 
reported Gy5rgyv51zye to be one of the leaders of the revolt. 

With the radical Independence Party in control of Parlament, Kossuth 
ramed through a proclamation renouncing the Compromise Act XII of 1867 
and proclaiming dissolution of the Empire and the formation of an 
'independent' and 'free' Hungary.

The rebels had called for the mobilization of the Hcnvid and had 
ordered it to march on Budapest, bi\ ; : the regiments , oxcepb for the 
Budapest garrison, never marched. Though forced from the government 
buildings, the followers of Tisza and Andr^ssy (by ;ncw joined by the 
twentynine Croation members of the Diet) managed to destroy and/or 
maintain control of the telegraph and wireless. By this means they 
effectively prevented the orders of mobilisation and manuever from being 
conveyed to the various Honved commanders and, thereby, localized the 
revolution. 

When the rebels attempted to consolidate their positions fighting 
commenced. For the remaining ;hours of the morning of June 9th the two 
factions exchanged sperodic volleys. Two hours would pass before the 
Honved units of Budapest were to join in the fighting. 

The Liberals were fortunate that Tersztyanszky de Hadas, a member of 
the Liberal Pa-uly, commanded the IV Corp. Evan so^ elements of the 31st 
and 32nd divisons of infantry declared for the Spring Government. 

At 11:Li5 the rebels and loyalist's regiments clashed 

Through the 9th and the early hours of the 10th of lune, savage 
fighting continued with the Liberal forces beign pushed from Pesfe across 
the Duna 'bo Buca. By now the populace had joined the fray, and the 
slaughter was horrible. So bitter had been the assults and so determined 
the defense that by evening both parties were exhausted and unable to 
continue the fighting. 

Kossuth and Ugron awaited the dawn and the expected reinforcements. 
The regiments were not to come. On the morning of the 11th, Conrad von 
Hotzendorff lead the kth and k9th infantry divisions into Buda while 
Archduke Ferdinand with the 25th infantry and the 3rd cavalry divisions 
surrounded Peshu 

General von'. Hotzendorff wanted an immediate assult with no quatter, 
but Tisza prevailed and pursuaded Ferdinand t: demand surrender. Instead 
of grapeshot and bayonet, the rebels were offered surrender and fair trial. 
The offer was refused. The Imperial forces began a siege which continued 
for three days. On January 13th, 1900, one Spring Government capitulated. 

Budapest had suffered. Par lament and the Academy were ruins. In 
the sections bordering the Duna no house or building remained undamaged. 
Approximately 3200 citizens and soldiers had psrished. It will never be 
possible to determine the exact loss of life for so man;/" were carried 
down the Luna and/or destroyed by the fires caused by the fighting. 
The wounded were to numerous to be counted. 

All the suffering could be accepted if the corrupting elements 
which had prevented an understanding between Austrian and Hungarian 
had been porged, Kossuth and Ugron had managed to flee and escaped 
capture. But even so, the purge was effected. The Austro-Hungro- 
Serbian Empire, surviving the turmoil of internal striff , is now better 
able to pursue its international policy of peace and prosperity for all 
peoples, For what State is better able to understand and appreciate a 
diversity of cultures than the Empire? 



A s;„d sidelight to this sordid affair was the untimely and brutal

death of a brave foreign correspondent, Jack London. 

During the siege the Archduke's forces had orders not to return the 
fire of the rebels. Always caring for the subjects of his king, Ferdinand 
<°Lid not wish to inadvertently injure innocents. 

It was during this period of desultry fire fighting by the rebels 
that Mr. London and his dog were killed. It seems that the fearless man, 
attempting to observe the rebel barricades , was shot through the brow 
and died cnstantly. His dog, apparautly grioff stricken, charged the 
entrenchments to tear the life from his naster's assassin, only to be 
struck down by a fusillade of shots. A sad and terrible fate for a 
brave man and his faithfull companion.
